Sir Randall Crcmer, "the great peace 
advocate. 


The Palace of Peace, which was 


dedicated with Impressive ceremonies 
today, is the gift of Andrew Carnegie, 
who, in 1P03, placed at the disposal of 
the Dutch government the sum of 
$1,500.000 for the purpose, as expressed 
In his offer, "of erecting and main- 
taining at The Hague a court house 
and library for the permanent court 3* 
arbitration established by the treaty 
of the 29th of July. 1S&9." 


To provide a site for this, the first 


structure ever erected for such a pur 
pose, ths Dutch government appropri- 
ated 1275,000. The site selected is in 
&. section of wooded and hilly park 
stretching from The Hague to Schev- 


eningen, and the corner stone was laid 
July-30, 1907.
